The real Sm okey is old. nearly 80 in term s 
of a human lifespan, 
and crippled, and 
spends m ost of his tim e dozing in his cage at 
the National Zoo in W ashington. D C 


But Rav Bell rem em bers a third picture of 
Sm okey — that of a frightened, hungry, 
4month-old cub found clinging lo a charred 
tree in the ruins of a 
forest 
fire near 
Capitan 
"He w as in bad sh ap e.” said Bell 
"He 
w as pretty badly burned H w as very hungry 
and terribly sick." 
Fire fighters cleaning up the rem ains of 
the fire in the Lincoln National Forest in the 
spring of 1950 tried to care for the cub. but 
Bell, then a pilot with the New 
Mexico 
G am e Departm ent, had to fly him to .Santa 
Fe to l>e treated by a veterinarian 
The 
bear's 
burns 
were 
dressed, 
and 


Sm okey moved into B ell’s house in Santa 
Fe. 
"We figured he w as going to die, he was 
so sick." said Bell, who later becam e head 
of the New M exico Forestry Department 
"For four or five days he wouldn't eat 
anything, 
but 
my 
wife 
finally 
led 
him 
pablum , honey and milk m ixed up " 
Sm okey recovered, and three m onths later 
he went to Washington to becom e the living 
sym bol of a fire prevention cam paign the 
Forest Service had started several years 
previously 
He becam e one of the country's best 
known sym bols, earned m ore than $1 million 
in fire prevention 
funds in royalties on 
products bearing his nam e and w as given 
his own zip code because he received so 
much m ail.
